That no license shall be granted 


any person outside the police juris- 
diction of any city or incorporated 
town.

Both Seer and Practical Man. 


• Lincoln saw into the future with 
the . prophetic imagination usually 
vouchsafed only to the poet and the 
seer. He had in him all the lift to- 
ward 'greatness of 'the visionary, 
without any of the visionary's fa- 
naticism or egotism, without any of] 
the visionary's narrow jealousy of 
the practical man and inability to 
strive in practical fashion for the 
realization of an idea!. He had the 
practical man's hard common sense 
and .-.willingness to adapt, means to 
ends; but there was in him none of 
that morbid growth of mind and 
soul which blinds so many practical 
men to the higher things of life. No 
more practical man ever lived than 
this homely backwoods idealist: hut 
he had nothing in 
common with 


those practical men 
whose • con- 


sciences are warped until they fail 
to distinguish between good and evil, 
fail to understand 
that 
strength, 


ability, shrewdness, whether in (he 
world of business or of politics, only 
serve to make their possessor 
more noxious, a more evil member 
of the community, if they arc not 
sniHed and controlled by a fire and. 


. 
high moral sense: 


j May Learn from Lincoln. 
' 
We of this 'day must try to solva 


many social and industrial, prob-j 
lems, requiring to an especial de- 
gree the combination of indomitable 
resolution with cool-headed sanity. 
We can profit by the way in which 
Lincoln used both these traits as-he 
strove for reform. 
We can learn 


much of value' from the very at- 
tacks which following that course 
brought upon his-head, attacks alike 
by the extremists of revolution and 
by the extremists of reaction. 
He 


never wavered in devotion.'to his 
principles, in his love for the union, 
and in his abhorrence of slavery. 
Timid and • lukewarm people were 
always denouncing him because he 
was too extreme; but as a matter 
of fact he never went to extremes, 
he worked step, by step: and be- 
cause o£ this the extremists hated 
and denounced him with a fervor 
which now seems to us fantastic 
in its deification of the,unreal and 
the impossible. At the very time 
when one side was holding him up 
as the apostle of social revolution 
because he was against slavery, ths 
leading.abolitionist denounced him 
as the "slave hound of. Illinois." 
When he was the second time can- 
didate for President, the1 majority 
of his opponents attacked him be- 
cause of what they termed his ex- 
treme radicalism, while-a minority 
threatened to bolt his nomination 
because he was not radical enough. 
He had continually to check trios'; 
who wished to go forward too fast, 
at the very time that he overrode 
the oppsition of those who wished 
not to go forward at all. The goal 
was never dim before his vision: 
but. he picked his way cautiously, 
'without either halt or hurry, as he 
strode toward it. through such a 
morass of difficulty (hat no man of 


^ less courage would have attempted 
''.it, while it would surely have over-] 
.- whelmed any man of judgment lesi 


serene. . 


A Most Extraordinary Trait. 


Yet perhaps the most wonderful | 


thing of all. and, from the stand- 
point of the America of today and 


- ^of the future, the most vitally im- 


• portant, was the extraordinary way 
in which Lincoln could fight vaiiant- 
.ly against what-he deemed wrong 
-and 
yet preserve undiminishc'l his 


love and respect for tlu brother 


''from 
whom he didered. 
In''the 


hour of a triumph that would have 
turned ariy weaker man's head, in 
the heat of a struggle which spur- 


red many a good man to dreadful 
vindictiveness, he said 
truthfully 


that so long as he had been in his 
office he had never willingly plant- 
ed a thorn in any man's bosom, and 
besought his supporters to study 
the incidents of the trial through

Elisha prayed thus for him because he 
was greatly alarmed by the host of 
Syria, which had surrounded Dothan 
for. the purpose of making Elisha a 
prisoner. The prayer of Elisha was 
answered and the young man saw that 
the moutain was full of horses and 
that-chariots of fire were roundabout 
Elisha, and that it was as Elisha had 
said, the warriors of God were more 
than the Syrians. Let us ever believe 
hat "the angel of Jehovah encampeth 
onnd about them that fear him, and 
elivereth them (us) (Ps. 34:7.) 


A Narrow View.

Nearly everyone assumes that each 


nation, or Institution, or corporation, 
or club, has a perfect right to make 
certain rules and regulations for its 
government. 
It has a perfect right 


to say who shall be the partakers of 
its privileges and duties. 


A nation may decree who are eligi- 


ble to become citizens. It may make 
a man's birth, or education, or wealth, 
or character, the test o£ qualification 
fur citizenship. 
So long as it is fair 


and just In its treatment of 
immi- 


grants—as our own nation Is mani- 
festly not, welcoming with one hand 
the scum and off-scourings of the pop- 
ulation of Europe, and waving back 
with the other even the intelligent, 
honest, hard-working men 
of China 


and Japan—all acknowledge its right 
to establish by legislation who shall 
and who shall r.ot become citizens. 


The possession of stock constitutes 


the man who holds it a member ol 
the corporation that issues it, but no 
corporation is compelled to sell shares 
to everyone who applies for them. So 
far as the original sale of stock is 
concerned It has a right to say who 
shall be the participants In Us profits. 


So likewise every club or social or- 


ganization may determine 
who arc 


eligible to membership anrt may re- 
fuse to accept any or all who do not 
or cannot conform to certain stand- 
ards established by it. 


In nil this we feel that 
thcro is 


nothing arbitrary or unjust. It Is sim- 
ply the extension of the great princi- 
ple of personal liberty which gives 
the individual the right to think for 
himself, ami act for himself, to chooso 
his own occupation, his own friends, 
to decide what books he will read, 
what clothes ho will wear, what food 
he will eat. Every man's house is his 
castle and with certain unimportant 
limitations he has a perfect right to 
say who 
shall enter 
its doors as 


guests. 


Does it seem to any of you, there^ 


fore, that it would be unjust if God 
should make certain conditions wjth 
which a man must comply if he dp- 
sires to enter heaven; if God should 
set forth certain qualifications as es- 
sential for membership in the host o1 
the redeemed? Assume, of 
course 


that the conditions are well known; 
that,, they are not designed to exclude 
anyone; that there is nothing ambigu 
ous about them; nothing that is bur 
densome; nothing that prevents anj 
man who will from satisfying them 
Under those circumstances would you 
consider God unjust it he should ex 
elude from his home certain men wh< 
have quite deliberately and with sin 
gular consistency refused to fit them 
selves lor admission? 


Suppose that as one of the requisite 


for entrance into heaven God demand 
a particular attitude of heart whic 
for lack of a better word we may ca 
spirituality. -Suppose that 
wherea 


God demands humility there appears 
one who is full 
of a strange, over- 


weening, unreasonable pride; that 
whereas God demands gentleness and 
forgiveness there appears one who is 
irascible and who has carried in his 
heart for years the -memory of a wrong 
done him by another; that whereas 
God demands truth and sincerity -in 
the inward parts there appears one 
who is simply commercially honest; 
that whereas God asks all men every- 
where to be sorry for their sins there 
appears one who denies that he has 
committed any—to amount 'to any- 
thing. 


Suppose that such a man who is 


not humble, not gentle, not forgiving, 
not absolutely true, not sorry for his 
sins,- should present himself 
before 


the Almighty and say: "You may or 
may not have made certain conditions 
for entrance into the 
kingdom of 


heaven, but here am I; 
I have been 


reasonably good to my family always, 
not ideally good; but as good as the 
average; I have not been a bad neigh- 
bor and whenever I saw one who was 
in distress and could help him -with- 
out much personal 
inconvenience I 


have always done so; by the highest 
standards I may not have been per- 
fectly honest, but my conduct will 
compare favorably with that of most 
of my contemporaries—have not I a

might be very tar from being consid- 
ered even a respectable person in the 
present hour. Ordinary morality is a 
question of social standards. 
If a man 


lives up to these he calls himself a 
good man.

Yet he will 
tell you he does not profess to be per- 
fect. 
He will add that he does not 


make any professions at all. And in 
his statements you may recognize his 
acknowledgment of a law written In 
his heart, or at least In the Word of

Slm- 
ily this: That there is no such thjng 
as goodness apart from a formal con 
nection with the organization which 


esus Christ founded In order to help 
men to become good. That is an easy 
.nd summary way of dealing with the 
iroblem. It commends itself because 
of Its simplicity. The only difficulty 
with the solution Is the fact that it Is 
lot true. Men have gone to tho most 
amazing lengths, and put forward the 
most ingenious arguments to prove 
that the good deed of a bad man, or 
even of a so-called moral man, was 
not really good and had no merit in 
the sight of God. As a matter of fact 
such a deed must have every least 
particle of merit, and perhaps a little 
more, than it would have If It wars 
performed by the greatest saint. More 
merit because in.the one case it Is a 
spontaneous, automatic, perfectly nat- 
ural act, while in the other it is so 
unusual as to be almost supernatural 
It Is no very difficult task for a man 
•who has spent many years In 
the 


school of Jesus Christ to forgive his 
enemies, but it is an exceedingly diffi- 
cult thing for a man to do that when 
through long years he has given free 
rein to the Impulses of a hot heart 
and an evil will. It Is not hard for a 
'man trained in honesty to continue 
honest—it has been bred into him and 
has become a law of his life. It is a 
vastly different thing for a man who 
Is a thief, who has lost all sense of 
the distinction between "mine" and 
"thine," to resist the desire to steal 
In some partieuter instance. 
Many 


men deserve little credit 
for their 


total abstinence. In their youth they 
were happily guarded against tempta- 
tion. 
In their young manhood they 


had common sense enough to recog- 
nize the peril and the 
danger that 


lurked in liquor. In middle life they 
came to hate it because of the many 
curses they saw following its use as 
well as its abuse. 
Sobriety in such 


men is a vastly different thing from 


en the temporary sobriety of the 
oor drunkard whose heart and whose 
:sh cry out for the filthy poison and 
ho by some superhuman effort puts 
side Just one temptation in his effort 


make himself a better man. For- 


iveness is forgiveness; 
honesty is 


onesty; battle against 
appetite is 


attle against appetite, wherever you 


may find them and you 
can make 


othing else out of them. 
The less 


kely they are to appear in a human 
fe the more they are TO be praised 
Whatever else God might say to 
man -who had been good only occa 
ionally, he would never say that th 
eeds of goodness and unselfishness 


were not beautiful, worthy, glorious 
Over some such men God would be 
ar more apt to weep tears of regret 
ust such tears as Jesus Christ wep 
iver that hard, cold, proud, sinful cit> 
if Jerusalem, than he would be to te! 
hem that there had never been anj 
hing noble in their lives. 
Absolut 


ustice is what each of us may expec 
and what we will all surely recelv 
'rom God. But remember, absolut 
ustice tempered perhaps with a grea 
mercy, and never a weak and foolis 
sentiment mingled with failure to dl 
tinguish between right and wrong. 


(II) 
Therefore in all 
probabllit 


God would never say what many hav 
said about 
so-called 
morality. H 


would never say that it was no bette 
than immorality. What he might poin 
out to anyone who boasted of it wou! 
be the fact that so-called morality 


God, below which he consciously and 
very considerably falls. 
He may be 


living up to what society expects of 
him, but the demands of society and 
the demands of God arc two very dif- 
ferent things. 


Moreover the moral virtues of which 


so much is often made are to be found 
in all classes. There is honor among 
thieves and honor of a very practical 
and praiseworthy kind. There Is loj 
ally among criminals and 
many a 


man has spent no small part of his 
life in Jail rather than turn informer 
and swear away the life and liberty 
of his companions. There is a gener- 
osity which is great and even beauti- 
ful among tho lowest and most de- 
graded. There is a love which is sav- 
age In its intensity and It Is found In 
the hearts of those In whose praise 
little else can be said. Nay, It is diffi- 
cult to find a man so bad that some 
virtue may not be discovered In him. 


Morality, therefore, is concerned 


with the externals. 
Its emphasis is 


altogether upon conduct. And conduct 
Is tremendously important, but 
far 


more Important are the motives that 
dictate it, that give rise to it. A man 
may be called honest if he complies 
with the letter of the law and yet his 
mind may be full of schemes to evade 
Its spirit. 
Technically and for pur- 


poses of Indictment he may not be a 
law-breaker, but 
practically 
he 
IB. 


Many a man you might agree to call 
superbly generous, until 
you 
have 


studied his business methods In the 
past and then you ace that his endow- 
ment of public institutions is in real- 
ty nothing hut simple restitution. A 
man be pure, but 
the all-important 


question if you are to rate his con- 
duct at its real value Is this: "What 
keeps him pure? Is it love of virtue 
or the tear of consequences?" 


That Is why I say that morality is 


ethically imperfect. It may be a mat- 
ter of birth in one land rather than 
another; of life in one century rather 
than another; It is a compliance with 
social standards that are the product 
of social convention; it deals with ex- 
ternals rather than with the spirit. 
Everlastingly It remains true that man 
looketh upon the outward appearance, 
but God looketh upon the heart. 


(b) It is obvious, therefore, that 


morality does not imply spirituality, 


does not make for the loftiest and 


oblest character. It does not neces- 
arlly compel admiration, or 
draw 


en, as plain, simple goodness always 
oes. It has no power to develop 
lose graces that are the accompani- 


ments of the highest type of -man- 


ood. 
It is entirely consistent with 


ngrained, inveterate selfishness which 


hateful in the sight of God and 


men and is also spiritual suicide. A 
man may be a moral man, may never 
teal, may be kind in his home, 'may 
e just with his neighbor, and yet be 
nlversally feared and disliked. It is 
i sad thing to have no friends who 
would be willing to hack you against 
he world in case you fail. It is still 
adder so to live that when you die 
most of the mourning has to be done 
by the newspapers. 
To be called a 


pioneer, a leading citizen, an able busi- 
ness man is a poor substitute for the 
real grief of honest hearts that feel a 
deep sense of loss. 


It follows as a matter of course that 


morality is no substitute for that atti- 
tude of soul which God has declared 
.o be one of the conditions for en- 
trance into the kingdom of heaven. 


wards to return laden with the gifts 
ol God. It does not pray. Why should 
it? There is absolutely nothing in it 
to produce the child-heart and the 
child-spirit; nothing to create humil- 
ity, gentleness, unselfishness, sorrow 
for sin. There Is a very great deal iu 
it to help a man trust in himself as 
being righteous. 


Now that ought to set in rather bold 


relief another fact which is of the ut- 
most importance. 
Why is the king- 


dom of heaven reserved for those who 
are of a meek and quiet spirit, and 
who, 
like the publican of old, have 


learned to say. God be merciful to me 
a sinner? Do you suppose that if a 
man is converted and becomes as a 
little child In his attitude of trust and 
dependence upon the Father In heaven 
eventually he goes to 
heaven as a 


mere matter of reward? Is it not Tar 
more reasonable to 
say 
that 
he 


reaches heaven as a result of spiritual 
gravitation? It is what a man Is in- 
herently; what he is when 
ho 
Is 


stripped of the little cloak of reserve, 
and affectation, and formallstlc con 
duct, that determines his destiny. God 
receives a forgiven sinner 
into tho 


kingdom of heaven because that is his 
natural destination. All others are ex 
eluded because It Is not their natural 
destination. They would not be happy' 
there. 
The worst conceivable 
hell 


into which a bad man could fall would 
bo heaven. There is abundant illus- 
tration of the truth of that statement 
all about us. No man whose ways are 
evil picks out good men for his asso- 
ciates. 
In their presence he Is not 


comfortable or at ease. He has noth- 
ing 
in 
common 
with them. 
His 


thoughts, and alms, and pleasures are 
altogether different from theirs. If he 
Is thrown with them for a little time 
he is miserable until he has gotten 
back to his chosen companions and 
his customary ways of living. Good- 
ness oppresses him, distresses him, 
represses him. 


The average man may not consider 


the philosophy of it, or the psychology 
of it, but I think this is why the aver- 
age man does feel that tho destiny ot 
the soul Is determined In this world. 
A man's life here must be tho basis of 
his life in the hereafter. The soul he 
grows here, or fails to grow, is the 
seed that miiat flower or shrivel in 
the world that is to come. If the 
seed is fit to be transplanted into the 
Garden of God it will be. must be 
otherwise It cannot be. 


"Except ye bo converted, and be- 


come as little children ye shall in no 
wise enter the Kingdom of Heaven." 


"Verily, verily, I say unto you, ex 


eept a man be born of water and the 
Spirit, he cannot enter Into the King 
dom of God." 


"Except your righteousness exceed 


he righteousness of the Scribes and 
Pharisees—the moral men of Palestine 
—ye shall in nowise enter into the 
Kingdom of God." 


My hearers, those are words full ot 


solemnity, full of warning, full also 
of encouragement. They set forth the 
only conditions upon which God, being 


od, can take a man into the House 


with its many mansions. They were 
spoken by One who of all the sons ot 
men was best qualified to speak. The 
only One whose testimony was the 
outgrowth of personal knowledge. The 
only One who speaks with absolute au- 
thority. 


If you or I are ever excluded from 


that realm whither God has sum- 
moned the good and the pure of all 
the ages, it will not be because God 
desires it; nor because we did not 
know the conditions required for en- 
trance, nor because we could not ful- 
fill them, but because we deliberately 
rejected God's will and God's way and 
insisted upon making our own condi-' 
tions. 


And over each of us who fails to win 


an entrance and receive a Joyous wel- 
come—Como ye blessed of my Father 


—God Himself will sorrow and Christ 
again will weep as he wept In the 
ons ago when he said to the proud- 
iiearted city of Jerusalem, "O Jerusa- 
em. Jerusalem, thou that killest the 
irophots and stonest them that are 
lent unto thce, how often would I 
have gathered thy children as a hen 
gnthereth her little ones, and ye would 
not." 


Ah. my brother, if there be anything 


of good In us why should wo hesitate 
o add to It that trust and those works 
which God declares are necessary It 
we are to enter into his eternal 
lome? 
Why should we hesitate to 


)ow before the Christ ot Calvary, cru-'' 
elfled for our sins and,raised lor our 
justification? What do we know about 
heaven or the hereafter that entitles " 
us or encourages us to dispute the^. 
statements of Jesus Chrlitt 
"Why'' 


should we insist upon trusting In our 
own righteousness when God says that 
that Is not enough? 


Perhaps, however, you will respond, 


"Yes, but God is not unjust I will 
take my chances!" Let me go tack 
to that question which I asked at the 
beginning of what I have tried to say. 
If God has made certain conditions 
for entrance Into hearen would he be 
unjust in excluding you or me It we do 
not comply "with them? 


As to taking your chances. Man, 


there are none to take. It Is almost 
pathetic to think that chance does not ' 
enter into the matter at all.
